PORTABLE OPERATION BY PAUL, WB7BBG 

I recently had the opportunity to spend 
three days In portable operation at the 
Galice forest flre base camp on the 
Rogue River in Southern Oregon In 
conjunction with members of the 
Josephine County ARES. Previous 
experience with portable operation had 
taught me the Importance of proper 
preparation In order to undertake this 
efficiently and with as few omissions as 
possible. Even enough I did not need to 
set up an independent station at this 
site, I could easily have done so and 
some of the equipment that I took with 
me was put to good use. 


FCC Regulation 97.3 defines portable 
operation as “Radiocommunication 
conducted from a specific peograrhic 
location other than that shown on the 
station license". This is usually of a 
more extensive nature than that required 
for parades, races and fairs where a 2 
meter handheld is al] that is needed. 
It consequently Requires some advanced 
ow fol 


several days to possibly several weeks 
duration w 


It is difficult to assemble and pack al] 
necessary equipment on short notice and 
there 1s a real problem that one or more 
important items will be omitted. In 
order to facilltate rapid preparation 
and departure, a list of radio 
equipment, tools, supplementar: 

equipment and personal items should be 
made in advance and then periodically 
revised and updated. This list will 
allow for rapld check-off when preparing 
to leave and minimizes the chance for 
omission of items that may be very 
Important later. 


Most smal] ltems can be easily prepacked 
In smal] tool boxes or cartons (each 
with a list of contents attached) so as 
to be ready to load as a unlit. of 
my neceosacy tools, small hardware items 
and record eeping supplies are kept In 
one plastic tool box about 24 Inches 
long and are thus always ready to go. 
Take what you are comfortable with but 
don’t overdo it! 


Choice of radios will depend on the site 
of operas ion and type of communication 
required but should include your 2 meter 
handheld and mobile radios, other VHF or 
UHF gear, if you have it, and low band 
equipment when indicated. Omission of a 
microphone, a power cord, battery packs, 
or coax with connectors will disable 
your station just as much as leaving 
your antenna at home, so be sure that 
all accessories needed for a particular 
radio are also on the list. 


A future article will discuss some 
additional aspects of portanie operation 
and my I!st of what I think are 
necessary Items. Your requirements may 
ary according to your peyoonal 
preferences and capabllities but advance 


consideration and preparation wil] 

enable you t de a be cer Job when you
